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ST. ECSTATIUS. 


Although there has been a decrease 
of number in this island since our last 
accounts were published; yet we have 
good reason to hope that the work of 
God, in the hearts of his people, has 
suffered no decay. The hard times 
which they have experienced, has 
been the prifcipal cause of the diminu- 
tion of their numbers. Some of out 
members have been out of employ- 
ment, and a few have been expelled 
for neglecting the means of grace.— 
Our friends are about to make their 
chapel more commodious, by building 
new seats; and they hope when that 
is done, the congregation antl Society 
will increase. No doubt, if we contin- 
ue to labour diligently in the field of 
God, though appearances are against 
us, we shall see good days. Theseed 
which we sow will take root, spring up, 
and produce a plentiful harvest. The 
number of our members in St. Eusta- 
tius are, Whites 5, Blacks 358, total 
863. The children of our Sunday 
School ave making rapid progress in 
divine knowledge. Some of them, it 
is said, have committed to memory 64 
chapters of the New Testament, which, 
we trust, as good seed, will bring forth 
ia them much fruit. 


DOMINICA. 


Notwithstanding the awful visitation 
of divine providence, mentioned in ovr 
Report of last year, the work of Gad 
has prospered in Roseau; and, no 
doubt, would have prospered in other 
parts of this isfand, had our worthy 
missionary been able to perform his 





duty. We have 710 members in th's 
island, of whom, 709 are bhacks. 


ST. VINCENTS. 


There has been an increase of mem- 
bers this year in St. Vincents; and yet, 
we lament to say “the work has not 
answered our expectation.” The 
country societies, though blessed with 
valuable privileges, are in a bad state, 
We are at a loss how to account for 
this, as there is no opposition froin the 
civil power, and as they abound with 
meansofgrace. Ove thing is certain, 
namely, that where pure religion does 
not prosper, there must be something 
wfong, either in the preachers or in 
the people. We hope the evil in this 
place, will be discovered, and a prop- 
er remedy applied; and then, we are 
persuaded, we shall hear of Zion’s 
prosperity, of her cords being length- 
ened, and her stakes strengthened. 


BARBADOES. 


Some of our oldest members, in Bar- 
badoes, have lately died triumphantly 
in the faith of Jesus; but their places, 
in the church, have been filled up by 
others, who continue to adorn, by a 
holy life, the doctrines of God our Sav- 
iour. The congregations are very 
much increased, and are more serious 
and attentive than they ever were be- 
fore. The distuzbancés, of which we 
have had just cause to complain, are 
at an end; and our people now wor- 
ship God in peace and quietness. 


GRENADA. 


We cannot inform our readers that 
much good has been done, in this isl- 
and, during the year thatis past; nev- 
aay y Pi are able to state, or - 
work of in a small de- 
gree, and hide te hase been added 
to our number. One thing gives us 
great encouragement to proceed in 
our missionary exertions, in this place: 
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wamely, a considerable increase of at- 
tentive hearers; for where the word 
is heard with attention, sinners will be 
awakened aud converted toGod. An- 
other thitg, which affords us eneour- 
agemeut, and which cannot fail to pro- 
mete the glory of God,- is, the steady 
and ceansistent condtct of our people. 
Sunday Schools have been instituted 
_here, and bid fair'to produce much 
Qdod-te the rising generation. 


TRINIDAD, 


Considerable good has already been 
done in thisisland,and there is a pleas- 
ing prospect of' future prospérity.—- 
Our people are blessed with refreshing 
seasons in tle public worship of Ged ; 
and many are leaving the first princi- 
files of the doctrine of Christ, and go- 
ing on to perfection. Such power has 
attended the preaching of the word, 
upon some o¢casions, that several 
have cried o@t in the congregations, 
ander a painful sense of them guilt 
and danger. ‘Fhis country isa large 
field for missionary labours, and the 
door of usefulness is widely opened. 
Masy gentlemen, of considerate res 

stability, snffer our missionaries to 
preach to their servants. 

FAMATCA. 


The work of God continues ib ‘pros- 
per, in this, island,- notwithstanding 
the opposition which it meets with 
from some persons who are higl-in au- 
thority. 

Mr. Davies, one of our Missionaries 
arrived at hiugstom on the firstof May, 
£814, and fod himself surrounded by 
a numerous and allectionate people ; 
wha rejoiced at the prospect of liaving 
the doors of the .Levd’s house once 
more opened for their reception, afier 
having been shut, by a persecuting 
act of the Assembly, wearly seven 
VCuTs, ; 

" On the Mth; Mare Davies presented 
‘a pétition, to which one ofthe geutle- 
‘men objected; and it was agreed that 
his documents should be trauscribed 
ito the journalsofthe court. On the 


17th, he apphed to the quai ter sessions 
ter permission to take and sutscribe 
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the usualoaths. There were five sitting 
magistrates at the sessions, three of 
whom favouring his designs, leave was 
granted. The intelligence ofthis gave 
Joy tothousands who were hungering 
for the word of life, and anticipating 
that day when they. should say to one 
another, “ Let us go to the house of the 
Lord.” The chapel, in Kingston, be- 
wig immediately putin repair, ata 
considerable expense, was'oncé more 
opeued fordivine worship. This great 
blessing, however, was but for a’ mo- 
ment. Mr. Davies hasbeen suddenly 
called to an early reward; and, by 
this awful and mysterious providence, 
our Chapel is once more shut up, no 
other person being licensed for this 
place by the Assembly; our dear peo- 
ple are again deprived of the public 
worshinof God. But we must not de- 
spair. The hearts of all men are in 
the hands of the Lord; and while we 
use prudential means, and put our 
trust in him, we may reasonably. hope 
for ultimate success. 


THE BAHAMA ISLANDS. 


Our numbers, in these islands, have 
cousiderably increased this year; and 
a good work of grace is goingon in the 
hearts of the people. “In Harbour 
Island our Society has increased be- 
yond our most sanguine expectation, 
and the life and power of religion has 
been evidently seen in professors.— 
This work has not been confined to 
this island ouly, but the little settle- 
meuts around have caught the flame. 
‘Lhe work is an increasing work, and 
the people grow in grace, are more 
and more enlightened, and more’reso- 
lutely bent. to press forward through 
evil and good report to the kingdom of 
Heaven. The preaching of the Gos- 
pel breaks down stiff-necked’ sinners, 
and d.splaysthe mercy aud love of God 
in the salvation of mankind. But all 
this is not done without enemies, and 
some degree of persecution. 


BERMUDA. 


During the year which is past, the 
Lord has abundantly blessed our mis- 
sionary labeurs, in Bermuda. 
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His Excellency, Sir James Cock- 
burn, the Governor, treated Mr. Dun- 
bar, our Missionary, with the greatest 
kindness. Whea Mr. Dunbar appli- 
ed to him for licenses for the chapels, 
he said, “ Every man ought to worship 
his Creator as he thinks proper; and 
while you conduct yourselves as good 
subjects, I will never infringe your lib- 
erties; and if I can put vou in posses- 
sion of any privileges which you do 
not enjoy, I shall feel pleasure in so 
doing.” Both the chapels were accor- 
dingly licensed, and a certificate ob- 
tained, with his Excellency’s signature. 
In a prior letter Mr. Dunbar says, 
“Our congregations, in St. George’s, 
increase daily, both as to number and 
respectability among the white peo- 
ple. On the week day evenings there 
are more than can be seated in 
the place; but, the best of all is, I 
hope, many are getting good to their 
souls.” 


NOVASCOTIA NEW-BRUNSWICK AND 
QUEBEC. 


God has owned our missionary la- 
bours, in this extensive district, during 
the year which is past; and yet we 
have to lament, that many are more 

werfully influenced by a regard for 
this world, than that which is to come. 
One of our correspondents writes as 
follows: “We still lament that the 
din of war, and the bustle of worldly 
things, echoes around our borders, 
while silence too much attends the 
Gospel of our adorable Redeemer ; but 
we still trust the Lord is on our side, 
and that weare not forgotten in your 
prayers.” In the Minutes of the No- 
va Scotia Conference, our brethren ob- 
serve, “Though the total of our num- 
ber is somewhat less than the last year, 

et we believe considerable good has 
done. The prejudices of many 
appear to be falling, and a spirit of 
hearing and love increases in many 
places.” Here we have ten preachers 
regularly employed in the work, be- 
sides many valuable supernumeraries ; 
and it is our intention to send one, as 
soon as convenient, to Montreal. 
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NEWFOUNDLAND. 


At present we have four missiona- 
ries there, and by order of the last Con- 
ference, we hope to send a fifth. 

Newfoundland contains a popula- 
tion of 70,000 civilized inhabitants; 
aud of course is a wide field for mis- 
sionary labours. One of our missici- 
aries informs us that the Aborigenes 
have never been civilized, but still re- 
main in their original state of barba- 
rism and independence ; and that the 
interior of the island is of an irregular 
surface, and so intersected with mo- 
rasses and large ponds, as to dely the 
courage of him who would attempt tv 
explore it. . 

We are informed by another of our’ 
correspondents, that our people in St. 
John’s have been much depressed in 
Spirit on several accounts; but that 
ny and love now prevail; that the 

ord is owning the labours of his ser- 
vants; and that they have the happi- 
ness of seeing sinners converted, whose 
holy lives are consistent with their 
Christian profession. Indeed, the 
Lord has of late graciously prospered 
lus good work in several parts of this 
island. Many old professors, who 
were strangers to the power of godli- 
ness, have experienced the quickening 
influence of the Holy Gospel. At Bo- 
navista the love of Jesus was burning 
in the souls of his people, and the 
flame spreading all around. When 
our missionary went thither he only 
found one praying family; but now 
there are ten families who call upon 
the name of the Lord; and the ferven- 
cy and importunity with which the 
young converts address the Lord i 
prayer, is truly astonishing. 

CEYLON. 


The Rev. Dr. Coke, accompanied 
by six missionaries, set sail for this 
island, from Portsmouth, on the 30th 
of December, 1813. On the 3d of 
May last, Dr. Coke was suddenly call!- 
ed to his eternal reward. He had 
been indisposed a few days before, but 
there was no apprehension of danger 3 
and on the day previous to his death, 
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he appeared considerably better. The 
Doctor believed he had a call to the 
East: he had devoted himself to the 
works; and, to use his own language, 
“ Only lived forIndia:” vet, before he 
could reach his destination, ‘di d alone 
in his cabin, and was buried in a was 


tery grave! Thus, the Missionaries: 
lost a father, the poor heathen a friend,. 


and the church a valuable Minister of 
Jesus Christ. Our orphan Missiona- 
ries arrived safely at Bombay, where 
they were kindly ‘received by the Gove 
ernor, and,-wlien the last accounts ar- 
rived, were about to proceed to their 
ullwnaie destination.

The following extracts are taken 


from Mr. Kendall's Journal. " 


On Monday, May 23d, 1814, the 
Active sailed from the river Derwent 
for the Bay of Islands: After a good 
pastage, we came to an anchor near 
‘Tippoonah on Friday, June i0th. Du- 
aterra wag at his farm ; but, hearing 
of a vessel being in the harbour, he 
came over to Tippoonsh, and psid us 
a visit, We put into his hands a Jet- 
ter from Mr. Marsden, ef which the 
following is a copy. 

Parramatta, March G, WST4 

Ducterra King—Lhave sent the Brig 
Active to the Bay of Islands to see 
wi at you are doing, and Mr. Ua!lPand 

. Kendall from England. Mr. Ken- 

dal will teagh the boys-and girls to 

read and write. [told vou,.when you. 
was at Parramatta, that I would send 
you a gentleman to teach vour Tamo- 
neces boys and Koe: oodas (girls) 
toread. Yon will be very good to Mr. 
Hial. and Mr. Kendall. They will come 
to live m New Zealand, if vou will not 
hurt them; and will teach vou how to 
grow wheat, and to make houses and 
every ting. Charles-has sent vou > 


cock, and Mrs. Marsden has sent yo 

a shirt and jacket. Ihave sent yo, 
some wheat for seeds, and you mys 
put it into'the ground as soon as yoy 
can. have sent you a mill to grind 
yeurcorn.- Ifyou willcome in the Ac 
tive to Pariamatta, f will send you back 
again. Send mea’man or two to learn 
to make an axe and ev ery thing. Yoy 
will send the Active fu!l of moca, po 
tatoes, lines, mats, fish, nets, and eve. 
ry thing. Ihave sent a jacket, for 
Kowheetee. ‘ell him to assist you 
and Terra to lade the ship. You wil 
be very good to all my men, and not 
hurt them, and I will be good to you. 
Ann, Eli zabeth, Mary, Jane, Charles, 
Martha, Nanny, and Mrs. Bishop and 
Mrs. Marsden, are all well, and wish 
to know how you are. If you do not 
come to see me, send me word by Mr. 
Kendall and Mr. Hall what you want, 
and I will send it to you. 

I am your friend, 


(Signed), SAMUEL MARSDEN 


Duaterra gladly received Mr. Mars- 
den’s letter, and was very much pleas- 
ed with the arrival of his promised 
friends. I and Mr. Hall accompani- 
ed him to his principal hipwah, or 
town, called Ranghee Hoo. It con- 
sisted of several smal! huts about five 
feet ip height, seven in breadth, and 
eight or ten in lengths We were pres- 
ently surrounded by many natives, 
men, women, and children; who con- 
ducted themselves toward us’ in the 
most friendly manner: as we repeat- 
ed our visits, their friendship for us 
became more confirmed. ‘The To- 
hungho Rakoos (wood men ) paid great 
attention to Mr. Hall. The children, 
who were at first afraid to come near 
me, would follow me, as soon as I had 
gained their confidence, to a great dis- 
fance to take hold of my hand. 

In Dwaterra’s Sstore-rooms were de- 
posited rum, tea, sugar, flour, cheese, 
and two chests ef European raiment. 
One of these places was unlocked ; 
and, although the residence of Duater- 
rais sixteen miles distant, yet every 


thing remained safe and unmolested. 
fu many little fenced plots of Jan 
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it was a sacred day. 


t Ranghee’ Hoo, and other places, we 
hiscovered several hogs feeding. Pork 
s very plentiful. An axe or a good 
niece of iron will purchase one, and 
sometimes.two, good sized pigs. ‘The 
soil is very good near Tippoonah, not- 
withstanding the billy nature of the 
country. ‘The cultivated land produ- 
ces potatoes, cabbages, turnips, car- 
rots, onions, &c. ‘The parts which 
are not cu'tivated are generally cover- 
ed with fern. 

On the Sunday after. our arrival in 
the Bay of Islands, Mr.-Hall read up- 
on deck the Prayers of the Church. 
The rain prevented the natives from 
coming to the vessel at:the tume of 
Divine Serviee: two or three, who had 
slept on board, attended. In the af- 
ternoon the weather was fine, and I 
and Mr. Hall paid a second visit to 
our friends at the Hipwah. They wish- 
ed to trade.with us, but ge told them 
Six days men 

were allowed to work, and every sev- 
enth day was appointed asa day of 
rest from labour, and of worship to 
Atua, or the Supreme Being. We 
said they. might come to the ship with 
their property on the day following. 

We acquainted them with our inten- 
tion of bringing our wives and child- 
ren from Port Jackson, and residing 
among them. To some children I 
gave an invitation to go with us, and 
learn the Book, and see Mr. Marsden ; 


for it must not be omiitied that the 


name of Mr. Marsden is well known at 
the Bay of Islands. The natives speak 


of him with respeet, and even cele- 


brate him in their songs. 

June 13, 1814.—We took a walk 
with Duaterra to see his farm. In 
passing by a ‘Hipwah nained Teepoe- 


‘kay, some of the natives took our 


hands in a friendly .manner, and re- 
guested us to eat with them. After 
some conversation we proceeded on 
our way, over swamps and-excecding 
high hil! ls. We observed no woods 
near us of any magnitude. The tops 
of the hills were generally fertile. Plen- 
ty of good water is every where to be 
found. At length we came to Dua- 
terra’sfaror. In anenclosure lie Lad

sown some wheat, which was already 
five or six inches above the ground ; 
and his people were busily employed 
in clearing more land, en which he in- 
tended to plant potatoes, and to sow 
two bushels of wheat which we had 
presented to him by desire of Mr.

Duaterrais chief ever the people of 
four districts. His territory is exten- 
sive. He has 400 fighting men under 
his command: a friend of his, whose 
200 ; his uncle Kun- 
groha 300), and his uncle Shunghee 
600. Shunghee isa warrior, but of a 
very mild disposition, and wiih little 
appearanee of the savage. He is 
chief over the people of seventeen pla- 
ces, is ofa very ingenious turn, and 
anxious*te dearn the Eeropean Arts. 
He shewed -us a musket which had 
been stocked and mounted by his own 
hands: it does him much credit. as he 
had no mano to instruct him. He has 
several muskets in his possession. The 
natives procure these destructive wea- 
pons, with powder and shot, from the 
vessels which touch upon the coast. 

June 15, 1814.—The Brig James 
Haye put intothe Bay = This afforded 
us au Opportunity of writing to the So- 
ciety. -We dined with Captain Fold- 
ger. Mr. Andrews, the Surgeon, ac- 
companied us to shore; with him we 
had the happiness of uniting in prayer 
lle will 
have acquainted you, | have no doubt, 
on his arrival in’ London, with many 
interesting particulars. 

We were soon visited by the aged 
Chief Terra, with his wife and one at- 
tendant. I presented to him a lettes 
from Mr. Marsden, neatly similar to 
the one which I-had delivered to Dua- 
terra. ‘Terra requested the Captain 
to take the vessel near to Korrorah- 
rekka, his residence, on the other side 
of the Bay of Islands, about ten miles 
distant fyvom Tippoonah. This was 
done, and presently a number of ca- 
noes came alongside. } ac companed 
Terra and his partyto the shore. In 
return for the kind treatment which: 
they had received on board, ! »> s pre- 
sented with five baskets of po'atees 
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We met with the same friendly recep- 
tion here, as at other places. We ob- 
served the natives at their daily work. 
One day Terra and about forty oth- 
ers (men and women) were very busy 
in preparing an allotment of land for 
potatoes, for the ensuing year. Some 
of the natives were digying the soil ; 

others cleaving it of roots and rubbish, 
which they pl: iced upon heaps; and 
others were burning the heaps. Ter- 


ra appears to be near seventy years of 
ace. Ile presides over the people of 


seventeen places. 

June 17.—Whettohee (who is also 
called Pomarree) invited me to go to 
his Hipwab. On my accepting the 
invitation, he proposed to shew me 
where some timber might be procured 
for the vessel, if I would accompany 
him. We set out in the afternoon, in 
his canoe, manned by his own people. 
‘The day was very fine. Afier rowing 
several miles, as it began to be very 
late, the whole party went on shore. 


We made a good fire, and I slept bys 


the side of Whettohee, having for my 
bed some dry fern, and his Kakk ahow 


(outward garment) and the canopy of 


heaven for my covering. The night 
was still, and the atmosphere serene 
aud clear: the stars shone with pecu- 
har lustre: it was aseason for con- 
templation, prayer, and praise ! 

f mention thige event with great pleas- 
ure, because the natives of New Zeal- 
and have been called a most danger- 
mus race of men, in whom no confi- 
dence is to be placed. Put had they 
felt the least inclination to injure me, 
Thad no means of defending myself. 
LT had two fow!ing pieces, but they were 
unloaded. W hettohee knew this, for, 
he had severa! times discharged them ; 
so that these would only have served 
io strengthen the temptation :-and if 
any thing would tempt the natives it 
would be a musket. But [slept se- 
eure; and felt happy that God had 
been pleased (for some good purpose, 
as L trusted) to send me among them. 
Though weak and sinful, f still pray & 
hope that God will, for the sake of his 
awn Great Name, make me useful in

declaring the glad news of Ilis Salys, 
tion amoug this beniglted people. 

fu the moininug, at an early nour, we 
hastened to the waod. Ahourakkee €, 
and the men which he had with hiv, 
there, with all possivle dispatch coy- 
veyed two good spars to the water side, 
This was attended with much fabou, 
as the timber lay at the distance of two 
or three liundred vards from the river: 
but these stout aclive men soon Clear. 
eda path for it and drew italong. A- 
bout half past ten in the evening we 
finished our excursion. The wood 
was fourteen miles or upward from the 
Active, ‘Loads of excellent pine are 
to be found there. One piece, which 
the natives had cut down, measured 
nearly ninety feet in length. 

On Sunday morning, June 19th, I 
read upon deck the Prayers of the 
Church. ‘The weather was fine, and 
several canoes with natives in them 
were by the side of the vessel. Two 
or three Chiefs were also with us. The 
Pehaviour of the natives during Divine 
Service was very decent and aommen- 
dable. It was a new titing with them 
io see our way of worship, and te hear 
ofa day of rest from labour. The Un- 
ion Jack was hoisted on board the Ac- 
tive, and Terra displayed his colours 
in honour of the Gay. Soon after Di- 
vine Service was over the natives left 
the vessel. 

In the afternoon we visited the Ka- 
pinghee, a place belonging to Whetto- 
hee. ‘The natives were friendly in- 
deed. ‘To us the interview with the 
men, women, and children was highly 
gratifving. I distributed several reli- 
giaus Tracts among the natives, in or- 
der to give them some idea of books : 
to have witnessed the eagerness and 
delight with which they all received 
them, would have excited fervent de- 
sires in a true Christian in behalf of a 
people whom Satan has so long held in 
captivity. This people never had with- 
in their reach the means of instruc- 
tion. Sunk as they are in human 
wretchedness and misery, no voice 
have they yet heard proclaiming the 
amazing love of God through a eruc! 
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fied Saviour—that voice which alone 
can charm the ear and console the 
heart of man! 

Sunday, June 26th, Mr. Hall read 
upon dee k in the moruing the Prayers 
of the Church. ‘Lhe day was fine, but 
no paces came near us; nor did 
Terra hoist his colours, as he had done 
on the Sunday preceding. 

On Sunday, July 3c, at a vervearly 
hour, some natives brought to the ves- 
se! several spars, which they had pvo- 
cured the preceding week, and offered 
to barter them with us. ‘This gave us 
nnother opportunity of reminding them 
of the Lern’s Day: they cheerfully 
conveyed the timber to the shore, 
where it remained untél the Monday 
morning. ‘The Chiefs Shunghee and 
Whettohiee altended while | read the 
Prayers oi the Church; and their be- 
luviour was, as usual, strictly proper. 

Whilst these things were:s SVIN2 ON, 
Duaterra and a party of friends were 
actively employed in cutting Korad- 
dee (or flax in its growing state) on the 
other side ofthe Bay. ‘They conveyed 
several boat-loads to a convenient 


place, which was at a short distance - 


from a part of the Bav where there 
ws good anchorage for the vessel. 
July 5,:1814.—1 attended the mour- 
ning ceremony for ‘Towtero, a man 
who had died on the 8d. The corpse 
was neatly wrapped up in the clothing 
which had been worn by the deceased. 
The feet, instead of being stretched 
out, as Is customary in England, were 
“ gathered up” in such a manner by 
his sides that I could not discern them. 
I heard the bitter lameniatious of the 
women, and the Funeral Song erOde 
of the Men. 1 witnesséd a mock fight 
as a part of the ceremony; and the 
whole party, consisting of two or three 
hundred, feasting Epon sweet potatoes 
by way of conciusien. ‘The wemen, 
who were six in number, cut their fae 
ces, breasts, and arms with sharp sliells, 
until they were covered with jijood. 
Sunday, July 10, Mr. Halil vead the 
Prayers ot the Church. Shunghee and 
Ahourakkee were present, but no oth- 
epnatives. ‘The ship was too far froin 
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the shore, and the wind blew fresh 
from the north west. 

July 11.—t went to Terra’s resi- 
dence, to take leave of my friends. 


To Terva, Ahourakkee, Whettolee, 
and Kiterva, | gave an invitation toac- 
company me 0 Port Jackson; but 
they ail declined accepting it. 

July 2, Isl4.—'leria, Tupee, 
Whettohee, aud Ahourakkee, secing 
the Active.ina state of prepara Lon. Lo 
de part, ci amie to. bid us farewell. They 
breakfasted with ous in the « cabin, and 
attended Mr. Hall and myselfin our 
morning worship. ‘They quietly kuecel- 
ed down, whilst we were in prayer ; 
not offemme to siiry unty! 
May the petitions which they heard, 
but didnot uuderstand, be accepted hy 
the Most ihigh Ml: LV he b) i€ss Our eli- 
deavours to.acguive such a knowledge 
of their language as will enable us.io

}huaterra, Tenhahnah, and Ponahhoo, 
sho had embarked for New South 
Wales. The women, especially the 
wife of Shunghee, and Dayhoo the 
vife of Duaterra, wept very much. 

In the evening two Brethers of Toi, 
who were arrived at the Bay of Islands 
from a distant part af New Zealand 
(where they b: id becn some months on 
1 trading voyage) just in time te see 
their relation previous to his depar- 
ture, came on board. The interview 
wes very affecting. They embraced 
each other, and wept aloud for a con- 
siderable time. 

July 23, 1814.—We were under the 

necessity of returning to Tippoonah, 
from which place we had sailed the 
day before, on account of contrary 
winds. Mr. Hall read the Prayers of 
the Church on Sunday the 24th, in the 
presence of Shunghee, Duaterra, Ra- 
koo, and some other natives, who all 
con ducted themselves perfectly well 
during service. 

Tuly 25.—The Active set sail for 
Port Jackson. Shunghee now consen- 
ted that Depero, his eidest son, who is 
ahout eight years of age, should em- 
bark with us. Kurrokurro,the broth- 
er of Toi, was also received on board. 
NNurrokurro is a Chief; his residence 
is at Pahroa, on the south side of the 
Bay of Islands. . 

About one o’clock I had a most 
providential escape from imminent 
danger. ‘The vessel was under way. 
i had incautiously seated myself on 
ihe top of a closet raised above deck, 
in order to speak to some natives who 
were ina canoe at thestern. On bring- 
ing the main boom from the starboard 
to the larboard side, I was struck by 
it, and forced overboard. Inever had 
attempted to swim, and could, there- 
ore, nasiet myself very little ; but the 
natives in the canoe observing me fall, 
came with all possible haste, and res- 
cued me from a watery grave. My 
lett leg was severely bruised between 
the boom and the closet, but net bro-

ae humble gratitude. My life has 


been preserved through the kind in- 
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strumentality of the people of New 
Zealand. I pray that the remainder 
of my life may be spent in humble en. 
deavours to promote the glory of God 
and the knowledge of his salvation, a- 
mong a people who have been so rea- 
dy to serve me. 

July 26.—Shunghee, Kurrokurro, 
Depero, and Ponahhoo, amused them- 
selves by attempting to learn the al- 
phabet. Shunghee was so much de- 
lighted, that he said he should coutin- 
ue to learn u daily. I had somecards 
of letters and monosyllables by me, 
suoh as are used by the lower classes 
in Dr. Bell’s schools. I proposed to 
give each of the natives one fish-hook 
for every page they should learn cor- 
rectly, upon my arrival in New South 
Wales. They expressed the greatest 

satisfaction, and my little pupil Depe- 


ro seemed transported with the idea of 


possessing some riches, which he should 
have to show his mother and his un- 
cle Kangroha, upon his return to his 
native land. 

.« On Monday, August 22, the Active 
came to anohor at Port Jackson. 





The laudable zeal which has been mani- 
fested by the Christian public in contribut- 
ing of their substance for the education of 
poor and pious young men for the gospel 
ministry, evinces the value they put upon 
this sacred 'Instétution of Heaven; yet we 
are satisfied that many religious communi- 
ties often act inconsistent on this subject, 
by withholding from their own poor and pi- 
ous ministers of the gospel, that support 
which they have a right to receive and 
which is absolutely necessary for their com- 
fort and usefulness. We believe that many 
good men act against their own interest on 
this subject from mistaken views and wrong 
calculations; and as we consider the gos- 
pel ministry an ordinance of God commen- 
surate with our holy religion, and the bene- 
fiis resulting from a faithful discharge of its 
duties co-extensive with our eternal inte- 
rest, we intend in a future number to make 
some extracts from a sermon on the duties 
o! ministers and people, by the Rev. Heman 
flumpbrey. Our object at this time is bare- 
ly to notice a benevolent Society, instiiuted 
in }.ondon in 1788, for the reliet of poor and 
pious clergymen residing in the country. 
ibis Society has con! ributed since it was 
instituted 131,435 dollars, which has been 
the means of relieving many of the faithful 
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ministers of Chris!, with their families, fiom 
wantand wretchedness, 

The taithful minister of the Gospel has 
much to do and much to suffer. If bis post 
be bon rable. it is dificult. He must ex- 
pect many trials peculiar to his office, and 
inseparable from ut. He stands in the front 
of the battle, and trom the nature of his ser- 
vice, and the opposition, snares, and tempt- 
ations, to which it exposes him, he is taught 
the propriety and force of the Apostle’ s 
question, “*Who is sufficient for these 
things ?”? 

His life is, and must be, a warfare, in 
any situxtion; but when, besides his vari- 
ous exercises as a Minisier, bis feelings asa 
Man are incessantly agitated by the super- 
aided pressures of poverity—vhen the hours 
which he would devote tothe edification of 
his people, are emiittered by the intrusion 
of anxious care how to avoid contracting 
debts, or how to discharge them—when the 
anguish, with which the ‘distresses of a wil 
or children ‘must affect a tender mind, fol- 
lows him into the study, and into the pul- 
pit ;—But it as needless to enlarge. 

The following extracts of correspond- 
ence describe scenes of real disiress to 
which the faithful ambassadors of Him who 
is Lord of all things and yet had not where 
to lay his head, are often recuced ; and at 
the same time they breathe such meekness 
and piety in the writers, that their poverty 
is maue enviable.

Dec. 3, 1814. 

Rev. and dear Sir,—The numerous 
family dependent on me, is the only 
cause that I so often trouble you, and 
the worthy gentlemen of the Commit- 
tee, for your support We have eight 
children, five of whom are dependent 
on me,and my wife very unhealthy 
for some years past. I do sincerely 
acknowledge that your repeated ben- 
efactions have administered greatly 
to our support and comfort in life 
hitherto, which I hope you will never 
have cause to repent; but what ad- 
ministers the sweetest consolation to 
me is, (especially the two last years,) 
to find my churches so well attended, 
and the gospel of Jesns Chisst in a 
great measures crowned with success. 
Reverend Sir, I beg that you will lay 
this petition before the Committee ; 
and, asl have been often times re- 
lieved by their generous donations, my 
prayer before the Throne is, that ev- 
ery individual belonging to the Socie- 
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ty may he abundanily rewarded with 
spirituals for te mperals. May our 
good Lord prosper you in your per- 
son, family, and ministry, is the fer- 
vent prayer of yours most sincerely in 
the Gospel.

Rev. and dear Sir,—Iit is with very 
great relactance that l address you 
with the following lines, having receiv- 
ed such repeated and liberal assist- 
auce as | have from you and your be- 
nevolent friends, the gentlemen of the 
Committee of the Societ, for relieving 
poor pious Clergymen, &c. You will 
recollect, from what I ‘have advanced 
in ny last to you, that I had unavoid- 
ably contracted a very heavy incum- 
branee of debt: I might add several 
losses I met with this year again, and 
charges for medical assistance, &c. 
Yet, with all my difficulties, I do not 
add but decrease my inc umbrances ; 
and I mention with grateful remem- 
brance, that the donation you allow- 
ed me last year enabled me to meet 
some of the most pressing parts of the 
most urgent demands of my cred- 
itors. 

Though Iam now far advanced in 
years, and often experience but an in- 
different state of health, yet kind 
Providence enables me to perform the 
duties of my parish. I preach twice 
every Sunday in the summer; and 
once in the morning, without ever o- 
mitting either catechising or expound- 
ing every Sunday afternoon, during 
the shortest Sundays in winter. My 
congregation often amounts to about 
two hundred; and my communicants 
monthly, generally, to sixty, and 
sometimes to one hundred and twenty 
persons. Ihave alsoa Sunday school, 
wherein there are a few scores of chil- 
dren taught, entirely supported and 
superintended by myself and my fam- 
ily. From this brief yet real statement 
of my case, it appears that I have a 
wife and five children dependant upon 
me for support; and my actral and 
weal income, after taking the several

BOOKS. 


The society, the last year, voted 
$200 for the purchese of Kooks. i inclue 
cling the expense of an Edition of Wil- 
son’s * Essay towards an Instruction 
for the Indians ;” the expediency ef 
reprinting which was referred to. the 
select coumittee. <A large edition of 
that valuable work was procured to be 
printed by the committee, and the re- 
mainder of the appropriation was ap- 
plied to the purchase of Sermons for 
Children, Friendly Visit to the house 
of Mourning, Watts’ Series of Cate- 
chisms, Flavel’s Token for Mourners, 
Doddr idge’s s Rise and Pregress, Watts’ 
Psalms and Ilymns, and Webster’s 
Spelling-books. 

‘To these were added Bibles and Tes- 
taments, presented by the Massachu- 
setts Bible Society. At the last aunu- 
al meeting, the society voted an appro- 
priation of $200 for books. The com- 
mittee purchased 500 additional cop- 
les of Wilsoi’s Essays, which, with 
1000 copies the last year, took up the 
whole of the edition. The remainder 
was applied to the purchase of Friend- 
Jy Visit, Watts’ Psalins and Hymns, 
Watts’ Series of Calechisa, Dod- 
dridge’s Rise and Progress. Sermons for 
Children, Spelling-books and Tracts. 

To these were added Bibles and 
Testaments, from the Massachusetts 
Bible Society. ‘The number of books 
and tracts, distributed the last year, 
was 664; the number since May last, 
440: lotal. since May 1315, 1104, 

The books have been ¢ hiefly distri- 
buted in the District of Maine, where 
they were solicited, and where they 
have been gratefully received. Among 
other testimonies of such a rece ption, 
is the following from Rev. Mr. Packard 
of Wiscasset: “ The friends of Zion in 
this quarter must join me in grateful 
acknowledgments to you and the soci- 
ety, whose bounties you spread, for the 
share of attention bestowed on us.— 
Fhe books sent are needful among us, 
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and I shall take pains to give ae 
useful civculation. lam pleased with 
Jiwsen, both as to matter and manner. 
The form of dialogue ts attractiag 
According to your sugzestion, it 
I think, be valued as an elementary 
work.” Mr. Packard expressesa wish, 
‘that missionaries might be furnished 
with Mavo ipture Catechism, or 
something of that description, that 
they might not only call the attention 
cf parents and others to God’s written 
and preached Word, but set up the 
practice of catechising children in fam 

ilies and schoo!s within the compass of 
their missionary labours.—It is very 
desirable that iould be 
able to call the attention of children 
and youth to the first principles of pi- 
ety and moraitity. 

The committee have thus endeav- 
oured to give the society a full view of 
the transactions of the two last years. 
Irom this view, it is believed, the “y wil! 
derive satisfaction from the past, and 
encouragement for the future. If, in 
some instances, less has been done than 
was expected; in others, expectation 
has been exceeded by performance. 
It were unnecessary to remind the so- 
ciety, either of the vast importance, or 
of the extreme difficulty, of obtaining 
persons every way qui alified for the 
inissionary service. It ts oS hend 
ed however, that, generally, those em- 
ploved by the soc ie’y have, by ‘ti r 
talents, activity, zeal, and prudence, 
in some jnstances ; by their pious and 
exemplary conduct in

others; and in 
some instances at least, by an union of 
ail these accomplishments, been instru- 
mental to the prevention or suppres- 
sion of vice and immorality, and to 
the promotion of the present virtue 
and piety and final salvation of men, 
In retrospect, it is grateful to find the 
moral and religious characters of our 
missionaries very rarely impeached, 
or suspected; it were devoutly to be 
wished, that no such instance of im- 
peachment or suspicion may ever be 
found. 

The principal region of the society’s 
labours among our own people is so 
distant, and, after all the care taken 
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to obtain information, our knowledge 
~of the state of the intabitants is so im- 
perfect, the Committee recommend to 
the serious consideration of the socie- 
ty, whether the appointment -of some 
person, duly qualified, to a mission 
not exceeding four months, in the Dis- 
trict of Maine—for the special purpose 
of ascertaining avith all _ ticable 
precision, the actual and.relative situ- 
“ation aud circumstances of the people, 
and any improvement which may -be 
made in respect to the method of con- 
ducting missions, or the places of loca- 
ting our missionaries—be not expedi- 
ent. In view, also, of the circumstan- 
ces and events, which appear at-this 
time to be favourable to the introduc- 
tion of the Gospel among. the Indians 
to the south and west of New-England, 
sand of the insufficiency of the Alford 
# und to so extensive a design, the com- 
mittee further recommend to the cen- 
‘sideration of the seciety, whether it be 
not expedient to devise some means 
‘dor the increase of the fund, exclusive- 
ly designed for the benefit of the In- 
dians. 

The society is now commencing the 
thirtieth year of its labours. If, in re- 
view, we can perceive the blessing of 
God accompanying our endeavours ; 
if we are persuaded, that the benevo- 
ient and pious design of the founders 
and patrons of the society has been, in 
some good degree, efleected ; if we can 

entertain no re asonable doubt that 
through our instrumentality, some at 
least, of the native inhabitants of our 
country have been rescued from hea- 
thenism, brought to the knowledge of 
the true Godand of Jesus Christ, the 
Saviour of sinners, and made wise un- 
to salvation, and that many of our gwn 
people, in new and destititute settle- 


_ments, have been preserved from Pa- 


gan ignorance, and made heirs ef glo- 
ry and immortality, 4 the Word of 
life, imparted to them by our means ; 
let us not be weary in well doing, 
but persevere in the laborious yet be- 
nevolent service, with increasing ac- 
tivity und zeal. Would we promote 


the best interests of our country? 
would we, especially, save souls from

REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 
‘From the Christian Messenger. 


Actworth, N. H. Feb. 20, 1817. 


It is with satisfaction that Christians 
read and hear of extensive revivals of 
religion. | 

Indeed, it is a matter of joy to eve- 
ry real follower of the meek and lowly 
Jesus, that the eternal Jehovah is pour- 
ing out his Spirit in different parts of 
our land. It is now almost two years 
sinee the work of grace begun in this 
town. It has been very slow, but pro- 
gressive. It has not until within a few 
weeks past, been very powerful. God 
has now seen fit in his all wise provi- 
dence, to pour out his Holy Spirit up- 
onusiua wonderful manner. He haa 
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not only seen fit to visit individuals, 
but whole schools. One in the wes- 
terly part of the town, under the tui- 
tion of Mr. J. Ball, which met in the 
evening for speliing, after which, some 
questions (which were scriptural) were 
proposed for discussion. ‘T'wo.or three 
were dwelt upon with very deep so- 
lemnity. Some comments were made 
upon them, and various passages of 
scripture quoted for their support.— 
Another question was proposed which 
was this, what are the evidences of regen- 
eration? This question had been giv- 
en toa young woman, a few evenings 
before, to answer that evening. She 
accordingly had written upon it, and 
while discussing the question, she was 
shown in a most striking manner her 


' situation whilst in a state of nature. 


She exclaimed, how can I live! how 
can I live! God be merciful to me a 
sinner! O God, have mercy upom me! 
The whole school was in tears. Each 
and every scholar, over seven years 
old, was crying, pray for me, master ! 
©, dear master, pray for me alone. 
The master, though a pious youth, 
was struck with such wonder and: a- 
mazement, that he was unable to of- 
fer up a prayer in their behalf. One 
of his scholars, Mr. J F ,a 
young man, who had been brought 
out but a few days before, rose up, 
and as a humble penitent, mterceded 
at the throne of Grace in their behalf. 
After that, Mr. B. was enabled to pray, 
and finally, the school was converted 
into a prayer meeting, which continu- 
ed very late. There were,.that even- 
ing, and the next day, twenty-six, 
struck under conviction, in the school ; 
and 1 am happy to state, that twenty- 
four out of twenty-six have obtained a 
hope; yea, they have been brought to 
rejoice in the Lord and joy in the God 
of their salvation. The two which 
have not yet been brought to rejoice, 
are still seeking for that better part 
which shall not be taken from them. 
About two weeks after, another school 
was visited with the same spirit. This 
school is very small, yet there were 
nine, including the master, Mr. J 
W——, that had their attention ealled 
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up to a sense of their danger whilst 
out of Christ. A number of these al- 
ready enjoy a hepe in the Saviour, 
whilst the remainder are sti!! calling 
upon God to have mercy upon them. 
The work still progresses throu, h the 
town. Opposition appears to be silent. 

To whom shall we ascribe this? 
Shall it be unto us? No! not unto us, 
not unto us, but to thy name, even thy 
name, O God, for thou art worthy, and: 
thou only art worthy, be all the praise 
—be all the glory. Surely it is time, 
itis high time for Christians to awake 
out of sleep! O Christians awake ! 
The Lord reigns, let us rejoice.

would glow with reanimated desire to 
extend their love sti!] farther west and 
grasp a greater and sull inore exten- 
sive lield. Much has been done; and 
what has been already accomplished 
shows what may be done if Christians 
combine their strength and continue 
their cllorts. Many methods have 
been adopted lo ascertain the want of 
bibles aud missional les, and tlie result 
bas been suc! — almost to stagger be- 
lief: but contd all facts be known, we 
should be led toe po: “ the one half 
was not told us!” ‘Theusands are yet 
eurning for the desolations of their 
Zion and thousands more are perish- 
ins for lack of suitable instruction. 
Caristiaus cannot be too active, while 
ail Uieir examples, their property, and 
their prayers are needed. But there 
s one object which has not yet been 
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suficien t! y considered; this is, the 


f hristy Nicg te ai of the heathen tribes 
within our terrvortes. When we look

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treatment they have received from 
white people ; while we have many in- 
ducements to believe they are the 
wretched wanderers of the dispersed 
ten tribes of Israel; aud knowing they 
have souls immortal to be saved or 
lost; and knowiug also that there is no 
vilier name but Jesus that can save, 
why is it that effectual methods are not 
taken to bring them to the knowledge 
of the truth? Jn this interesting and 
imporcant object, but few have as yet 
appeared to feel interested, and every 
hour’s delay is plunging immortals be- 
vend the reach of hope! While Chris- 
lians are at rest under the meridian 
sunbeams of Gospel light and exalted 
to heaven in point of privilege, and 
vet do not ai// their duty, there is vet 
an apology for entre ating them to be 
constant and persevering in exertions 
tu enlighten even the most beniglited 
pagans. 

As there appears frequently in our 
periodical publications, accounts of 
revivals of religion, I would mention 
thé laie revival in this town. The 
work made iis appearance about the 
20th December last; first in a district 
school taught by a female; and al- 
though it required much labour to 
detect and discourage self-righteous 
hopes, yet we have reason to hope in 
charity for at least forty; thirty of 
which belonged to the scheol. Some 
circumstances have beer peculiarly 
pleasing; one is, the number of fe- 
males now scattering in various direc- 
tions to take charge of immortal souls 
as Summer teachers; and from the cir- 
cumstance of receiving their religious 
impressions in school, are impressed 
with a sense of the solemn duties in- 
cumbent on all teachers. Another is, 
that several of the young men are a- 
bout to enter on those studies, prepar- 
atory to the great work of the Gospel 
ministry. 

On the first of January a seciety was 
here formed among the young people, 
called the Juvenile Literary Moral and 
Tract Society ; which by its name you 
will observe embraces three important 
ohjecis. Among forty members at its 
commencement, there were but three 
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sho professed to have any hope of an 
interest in Christ; now twenty-two 
more give evidence of piety. Another 
society also established on newyear’s 
day among those under the age of 
fourteen, called the Children’s Library 
‘Tract Suciety. One peculiarly in- 
te vstdibee exercise of this, and also of 
the Juvenile Society is, to answer Se- 
lect questions by texts of Scripture. 
several of this little sociely give salis- 
factory evidence of a change of heart; 
some of which were awakened first by 
searching the Testament to find some 
suitable text to answer an important 
question. From these things we dis- 
cover the great condescension of God 
to deign to: bless even the inst humble 
endeavours to diffuse His Trutlis. 

Our Society have distributed many 
hundreds of religious tracts; yet we 
have daily demands which cannot be 
answered. Ifthe people of the eastern 
3 ates knew the incalculable benefits re- 
sulting from the distribution of these 
little messengers of good, we should 
soon se ethem multiplied to an iniie- 
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A handsome Presbyterian church 
has rec oma ly been erected at Platts- 
burgh in this state. The ground on 
which it was built had been vresented 
to the trustees, by a public spirited 
zentleman of this citv. Some dona- 
lions amounting to about $1000 had 
also been collected in this city and 

isewhere in aid of the object. The 
church cost $9000 in addition to these 
be —— On the 19th of Decem- 
ber last, the trustees proceeded to sell 
a pews at public auction. Before 
one o'clock they had sold 78 pews for 
S$ 12348, 34 pews remained unsold, va- 
lued at $3185, which are yet to be 
sold, or rented at 10 per cent on their 
valuations. T wenty pews of the first 
choice were valued at $200 each, thir- 
iv oi the second choice at Sif0 each, 
twenty of the third choice at $140 each, 
jourteen ef the fourth choice at $120 
each. These, with two pews resers ed 
for minister’s pews, and three in front 
uf the pulpit reserved for poor and a- 


ged church members, composed the 
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ground floor. In the gallery eight of 
the pews were valued at $75 cach, 
and twenty at $90—two were reser- 
ved for blacks, and a long seat in front 
of the gallery all round, for the poor, 
sufficient to accommodate 1. OU persons. 
The first twenty pews ou the grount 
floor sold for $985 above the valua- 
tions. We mention these facts, to 
show to people 1 other parts of our 
country, how easy a thing it ts for a 
congregation to sie li 
with a commodious place of worship 
if they will only setthemselvesabout i 
We are hi: appy to learn that the 
church at Plattsburgh is also prosper-

this was gradually improved, until she was 
restored (to nearly hee former state. 

Something more (han iwo years from this 
sickness she was violently seized with ‘he 
epidemic which prevailed in her place of 
residence, and was brought to the very 
brink of the grave. One evening being 
Informed that it was expected she would 
not live until the morning, she received ‘he 
information with eatire comp sure and re- 
signation; conversed with her friends as 
thoush she was going on a journey; and 
aiter having given to her family her dy- 
mg coursel, she observed that she had 
thought her life would be spared to see a 
revival of religion. ‘ But,’ she added, 
*“itisno matter whether £ see it or not; 
Goul’s will be done ; he will be glorified,” 
——eX pressing, at the same time, her confi. 
dent expectation that God’s work would 
be revived. 

At one time, soon afier this, she seemed 
unconsciously to be exercising that charity 
which seeketh not her own. ‘1 do not 
know,” she said to Mr. W. “but 1b have 
been deceiving myself; and being inierro- 
gated why she entertained such a suspicion, 
she answered, “because I have no heart 
to pray for myself; my heart is con‘stant- 
ly going out in prayer to God for o:hers.” 

About the first af September the object 
which she bad long prayed and waited for, 
began to be realized. She bad lived .o see 
the commencement of a glorious work of 


' Erace in Salisbury. Her soul at this period 


appears to have been lifted up on high. 
Daily her heart was refreshed and avima- 
ted by the visits which she received from 
persons under conviction for sia, young 
converts, and older Christians. Her heav- 
enly conversation also afforded a feast to 
her numerous Christian friends who came 
from different parts of ihe town, both to 
converse and watch with her. Ministers 
and private Christians ofien feund her sick 
chamber a place of most pleasant and profit- 
able resort. 

About the beginning of November her 
complaint beeame more alarming, and 
threatemed a speedy and fatal (ermina- 
tion. She then expressed to her husband 
her fears that he, together with her Chris- 
tian friends, prayed for her coatinuance in 
life. ‘* But,” says she, you ought not to 
Wish meto live in this sinful world; you 
ought to rejoice when Lam dead, to think 
faat Lam in my Siviours presence, behold- 
ing lus glory.” Her daughter asked her if 
she did not wish tolive. She answered that 
she did not; “ i have lived to see all 1 wish 
to; Lhave seen a revival of religion, and 
hope you have accepted Christ as your Sav- 
our.’ But mamma, I shouid think you 
world wish to live to see what fruit [ bear. 
' No,” she replied, “have given you up 
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to God. I can do nomore; He isable to 
keep you.” 

During her last sickness she would fre. 
quenily observe that she wished to see all 
her christian friends, to iell them how much 
they lost by not living nearer to God; } 
know it, by my own experience. * The 
pains of hell,” she said, ** are no terror to 
me; but to be deprived of God’s smiling 
countevance would be insupportable.”— 
When asked how the grave appeared to her; 
whether it did not strike ber with horror to 
think that her body must turn to corruption, 
and be food for worms, she signified that it 
did not, for Christ had been there, chat she 
wished that sinful body to moulderto dust 
that ii might be raised an incorruptible bo- 
dy. Death she said, was no terror to her, 
Chrisi had taken away iis sting. 

The Sabbath before ber death was a re- 
freshing day to her soul; forty-eight per- 
sons including her danghter, being admitted 
to the church. According to her own pre- 
sentiment it was her last Sabbath. The de- 
sire of her heart had been gratified, She had 
seen a revival of religion, and the church 
enlarged, and she was prepared to say with 
Simeon, under circumstances not wholly 
dissimilar, ** Now lettest thou thy servant 
depart in peace, tor mine eyes have seen 
thy selvation.” 

* The night before she died she requested 
the family to be called up, when she gave 


them her hand and bade them farewell. She. 


lived through the most of ihe nextday. As 
her hour drew nigh; and while her family 
stood around her dying bed expecting eve- 
ry moment to be the last, she exclaimed, 
* O Jesus!” Being asked whether her 
faith held out, she signified chat it did. ** Do 
you want to go?” She expressed her de- 
sire by squeezing the hand. ‘Are you in 
ouch pain ?” She shook her head ; and then, 
after a few breaths, feli asleep; and we 
donbt not her happy spirit ascehded to be- 
hold that dear Jesus whose praise was on 
her lips in death, and to join the holy com- 
pany of the redeemed in their songs of ev- 
erlasting joy.
